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Foreword. 


THE  MEASURE  OE  SUCCESS  WHICH  WILL  ATTEND 
THE  ENDEAVOURS  OF  THE  MERCHANTS  AND  MANU- 
FACTURERS OF  THIS  COUNTRY  IN  THE  COMING  STRIFE 
BETWEEN  ALL  INDUSTRIAL  COMMUNITIES  FOR  THE 
TRADE  OF  THE  WORLD  WILL  DEPEND  MAINLY  UPON 
TWO  CONSIDERATIONS 

1.  The  relative  cheapness  with  which  they  can  purchase 
and  transport  to  their  works  and  to  the  surrounding 
locality  : 

{a)  Foodstuffs  required  for  the  sustenance  of  their  work- 
people ; 

[h]  Raw  material  which,  by  the  industry  of  those  work- 
people, is  to  be  converted  into  articles  of  manufacture 
for  export  abroad. 

2.  The  selection  of  the  cheapest  avenues  of  transportation 
to  markets  overseas  of  articles  manufactured  for  export 
thereto. 

In  proportion  as  they  succeed  or  fail  in  the  attainment  of 
this  object  so  will  the  commercial  and  industrial  position  of  the 
country  in  relation  to  the  world’s  trade  advance  or  recede. 

The  Port  of  Hull  serves,  by  means  of  rates  of  transport 
cheaper  than  those  obtaining  to  or  from  any  other  of  the  larger 
ports  of  the  Kingdom,  an  area  inhabited  by  twelve  million  people, 
chiefly  of  the  industrial  classes. 

Much  waste  in  unnecessary  transportation  expenditure  has 
hitherto  been  involved  in  the  failure  to  recognise  the  economies 
which  would  accrue  from  a larger  use  of  the  outports  of  Great 
Britain  for  the  purpose  of  the  interchange  of  trade  between  this 
country  and  communities  abroad  a waste  which  we  can  no  longer 
afford,  emphasized  as  it  is  by  the  relatively  higher  rates  now  being 
imposed  by  every  process  of  conveyance. 

The  publishers  of  this  hand-book  in  issuing  it  to  the  trading 
public  trust  that  it  may  lead  to  a study  of  this  vital  problem 
of  transportation,  feeling  sure  that  therefrom  will  be  imparted 
a stimulus  to  that  trade  for  which  they  hope  and  which  they  are 
desirous  of  serving  in  their  own  as  well  as  in  the  national  interest.

HE  MAKER  OE  HIST(3RY  IS  RARELY  A 
HISTORIAN,  OR  A STUDENT  OE  HISTORY 
EXCEPT  SO  FAR  AS  STUDY  OF  THE  PAST 
MAY  AID  HIS  PLANS  FOR  THE  FUTURE. 
THEREFORE,  AS  THIS  HANDBOOK  IS 
FOR  THE  USE  OF  MAKERS  OF  COM- 
MERCIAL HISTORY,  THE  OUTLINE  OF 
THE  PAST  WILL  BE  VERY  BRIEF. 

It  is  of  general  interest,  however,  that  Hnl]  has  been  a famous 
Port  since  the  earliest  days  of  ships,  and  holds  a place  in  history 
as  old  and  honourable  as  any  port  in  the  country. 

The  advantages  of  Hull  and  the  Humber  were  recognised  b}^ 
the  Norsemen. 

The  distinguished  position  attained  by  the  Port  was  recognised 
b}^  Henry  VI  by  the  grant  of  a Charter  of  Municipal  Incorporation 
providing,  inter  alia,  for  the  appointment  by  the  Corporation  of 
Hull  of  an  x\dmiral  of  the  Humber  with  jurisdiction  independent 
of  other  Admirals  of  the  King,  and  this  distinction  attaches,  ex 
officio,  to  the  Lord  Mayor  of  the  City,  with  the  right  to  fly  his 
Flag  with  the  City’s  Arms  and  have  it  saluted  by  six  guns  from 
His  Majesty’s  Ships. 

A further  impression  of  its  ancient  importance  ma}^  be 
gathered  from  the  fact  that,  in  the  time  of  Edward  HI,  Hull  fitted 
out,  for  service  in  the  French  Wars,  i6  ships  and  461  seamen, 
London  providing  25  ships  and  662  seamen. 

The  first  steamship  was  built  at  Hull,  and  the  s.s.  “ Sirius,” 
which  was  also  built  in  the  Port,  was  the  first  steamship  to  cross 
the  Atlantic. 

The  great  development  of  the  Port  of  Hull  has  taken  place, 
however,  since  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth  century.  The  great 
expansion  of  industry  and  the  rapid  development  of  steamship 
construction,  were  accompanied  by  a corresponding  increase  in 
the  shipping  facilities  and  accommodation  of  the  Port. 
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x^t  no  place  was  the  spirit  of  enterprise  keener  than  at  Hull. 
The  unique  natural  advantages  of  the  Port  and  of  the  magnificent 
estuary  of  the  Humber,  coupled  with  its  landward  advantages  and 
communications,  gave  scope  for  development  on  a large  scale, 
liberally  conceived  and  courageously  executed. 

The  Hull  and  Barnsley  and  North  Eastern  Railways  both 
undertook  large  capital  enterprises  in  the  shape  of  dock  construction 
and  equipment,  and  as  the  prosperity  of  the  Port  increased,  and  the 
industries  developed  within  Hulks  vast  area  of  collection  and 
distribution,  so  the  Port’s  facilities  have  been  extended  and 
improved  on  broad  lines. 

It  may  fairly  be  claimed  that  at  no  time  has  the  Port  of  Hull 
failed  to  keep  pace  with  trade  requirements,  either  as  regards 
character  and  size  of  vessels  or  the  nature  and  variety  of  the 
numerous  commodities  to  be  dealt  with. 

The  accommodation  of  the  Port  now  includes  some  of  the 
finest  and  best  equipped  docks  in  the  Country,  capable  of  dealing, 
with  excellent  despatch,  with  the  largest  class  of  vessels  in  the 
carrying  trade  and  the  widest  range  of  traffic. 

In  July,  1914,  His  Majesty  opened  the  King  George  Dock> 
the  great  joint  enterprise  of  the  Hull  and  Barnsley  and  North 
Eastern  Railways. 

The  area  of  the  wet  docks  now  extends  to  upwards  of  250 
acres  of  deep  water,  and  in  addition  there  are  extensive  wharves 
and  quays  on  the  Humber. 

Shipowners  do  not  need  to  be  informed  of  the  safety  and 
excellence  of  the  Humber  and  its  approaches,  and  the  Port  is 
destined  to  occupy  a place  of  ever  increasing  importance  and 
service  as  a link  between  land  and  sea  transport. 


The  Alexandra  Docks,  53I 
acres  in  extent,  are  the  property 
of  the  Hull  and  Barnsley  Railway 
Company.  The  entrance  lock  is 
550  feet  in  length  and  85  feet  in 
width. 

This  Dock  accommodates 
large  ocean-going  steamers  main- 
taining regular  services  with  North 
and  South  America,  Australia, 
the  Black  Sea,  Canada,  China, 
Egypt,  India,  Japan,  Portugal, 
Straits  Settlements,  etc. 


Coaling  with  Crane,  Alexandra  Dock.

The  Alexandra  Docks  form  one  of  the  main  outlets  for  the 
millions  of  tons  of  coal  annually  exported  from  Hull,  and  for  the. 
vast  export  of  earthenware,  bale  goods  (cottons,  woollens,  worsteds, 
etc.),  machinery,  engines,  agricultural  machines,  railway  material, 
leather,  oil,  paints;  colours,  chemicals,  iron  and  steel,  manures,  etc. 

The  imports  at  the  Alexandra  Docks  consist  mainly  of  fruit, 
frozen  meat,  provisions,  grain,  seeds  (including  soyabeans),  timber, 
wool,  iron,  etc. 

At  high  water  of  ordinary  spring  tides  there  is  34  feet  of  water 
on  the  lock  entrance  sill,  and  28  feet  at  high  water  of  ordinary 
neap  tides.  At  low  water  of  neap  tides  there  is  18  feet  of  water 
Dn  the  sill,  and  12  feet  of  water  at  low  water  of  spring  tides.

The  Alexandra  Docks  are  eciuippecl  with  7 coal  hoists  each 
capable  of  shipping  at  the  rate  of  nearly  400  tons  per  hour.  Two 
of  these  hoists  are  movable  ; thus,  when  used  in  conjunction 
with  fixed  tips,  two  double-tip  berths  are  available. 

There  are  also  58  hydraulic,  electric  and  steam  cranes,  with 
a lifting  capacity  ranging  up  to  100  tons. 

There  is  also  a complete  equipment  of  commodious  transit 
sheds,  warehouses,  cold  stores,  etc.,  at  the  Alexandra  Docks. 

The  Hull  and  Barnsley  Railway  have  also  constructed  a River 
Pier  1,350  feet  in  length  on  the  Humber.  This  Pier  is  equipped 
with  two  electric  belt  conveyors  (each  capable  of  shipping  600 
tons  of  coal  per  hour)  and  with  nine  electric  cranes  with  a lifting 
capacity  ranging  up  to  5 tons.  There  is  a depth,  alongside  the 
pier,  of  18  feet  of  water  at  low  water  on  spring  tides,  and  vessels 
are  able,  therefore,  to  arrive  and  depart  at  any  state  of  the  tide.

(Hull  aed  Baresley  & North  Eastern  Railways 
Joint  JDockJ 


In  July,  1914 — a few  weeks  before  the  outbreak  of  war — 
His  Majesty  the  King  opened  the  new  Dock  jointly  constructed 
by  the  Hull  and  Barnsley  and  North  Eastern  Railway  Companies. 

This  Dock  is  the  most  modern  and  efficient  on  the  East  Coast, 
and  is  capable  of  accommodating  vessels  of  the  largest  class  and 
deepest  draft.  It  is  53  acres  in  extent,  and  an  extension  to  85 
acres  is  provided  for. 

The  entrance  lock  to  this  dock  is  750  feet  in  length  and  85 
feet  in  width,  and  has  42  feet  of  water  on  the  outer  sill  at  High 
Water  of  Spring  Tides,  and  33  feet  at  High  Water  of  Neap  Tides. 


Warehouse,  King  George  Dock. 

The  Dock  has  a depth  of  38  feet,  and  the  quayage  extends 
to  8,162  feet. 

The  equipment  includes  electric  belt  coal  conveyors,  each 
having  a capacity  of  800  tons  of  coal  per  'hour,  movable  and 
fixed  hydraulic  coal  hoists  with  a capacity  of  500  tons  per  hour  each, 
and  over  50  cranes  with  a lifting  capacity  ranging  up  to  80  tons. 

A grain  silo  has  been  erected  with  a capacity  of  40,000  tons. 

There  are  also  six  ferro-concrete  warehouses  with  a floor 
space  of  50,000  square  yards,  and  capable  of  accommodating 
75,000  tons  of  general  goods. 

In  connection  with  the  King  George  Dock  there  is  upwards 
of  200  acres  of  land  available  for  storage  of  timber  and  other 
similar  goods. 
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The  Hull  and  Barnsley  and  North  Eastern  Companies  have 
constructed  jointly  a deep  water  pier  at  Salt  End  on  the  River 
Humber  for  the  importation  of  oil  in  bulk. 

The  Pier  has  a depth  of  30  feet  of  water  at  low  water  of  spring 
tides. 

The  principal  Oil  Companies  of  the  country  have  erected 
extensive  storage  tanks  adjoining  the  pier,  and  large  oil  tankers 
carrying  15,000  tons  can  be  discharged  in  48  hours. 

There  is  ample  land  for  this  and  other  industrial  purposes  in 
the  immediate  vicinitv. 


Tanks  and  Jetty,  .Saltend. 


The  North  Eastern  Railway  Company  are  the  owners  of  a 
series  of  docks  extending  in  all  to  about  140  acres. 

These  Docks  have  a total  quayage  of  7]  miles,  and  a frontage 
to  the  River  Humber  of  3 miles. 


The  Docks  are  well  equipped  with  coal  hoists  and  conveyors, 
h3^draulic  and  electric  cranes,  transit  sheds,  warehouses  and  other 
facilities,  including  extensive  timber  storage. 


The  Riverside 
Qua}' — the  property’ 
of  the  North  Eastern 
Railway — is  2,500  feet 
in  length  and  has  a 
depth  at  low  water  of 
spring  tides  of  18  feet. 
It  is  equipped  with 
sheds  and  quick-acting 
electric  cranes,  and  is 
special!}"  adapted  for 
the  fruit  trade.  An 
extensive  passenger 
station  has  been  built 
in  connection  with 
this  quay,  with  waiting 
rooms,  customs  house, 
telegraph  and  tele- 
phone offices,  etc. 
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No.  3 Quay,  King  George  Dock. 


The  trade  of  the  Port  of  Hull  is  of  the  most  extensive  and 
varied  description  and  embraces  practically  every  commodity 
required  for  the  population  and  industries  of  the  Midland, 
Eastern,  and  North-Eastern  Counties  of  England,  as  well  as  the 
manufactured  and  partly-manufactured  articles  from  those  great 
commercial  areas.

The  coal  exports  alone — which  amounted  in  1913  to  seven 
million  tons — are  drawn  from  nearly  400  collieries.

Other  exports  consist  mainly  of  bale  goods  (cottons,  linens, 
woollens,  worsteds,  etc.),  earthenware,  iron  and  steel,  rubber, 
oilcloth,  paints,  chemicals,  manures,  oil,  railway  material,  and 
all  the  miscellaneous  manufactures  from  the  great  seats  of  industr}^ 
for  which  Hull  is  the  natural  and  most  convenient  port  of  shipment. 

The  imports  include  fruit,  frozen  meat,  provisions,  grain, 
seeds  (including  soya  beans),  timber,  wool,  iron,  oil,  motor  spirit, 
metals,  ores,  and  other  raw  materials  of  all  kinds,  wines,  spirits, 
and  other  dutiable  goods. 

The  trade  of  Hull — enormous  in  volume  and  of  the  most  varied 
and  miscellaneous  description — has  been  built  up  by  the  unfailing 
enterprise  of  the  Dock  and  Railway  Undertakings  to  cater  adequately 
for  all  classes  of  traffic,  and  shipowners,  merchants,  manufacturers, 
and  shippers  may  rely  that  every  requirement  is  provided  for  at 
the  Port.

The  imports  and  exports  at  Hull  were  considerably  affected 
during  the  war,  as  the  Port  was  within  the  area  of  the  North  Sea 
operations.  The  figures  for  the  year  1913  form,  therefore,  the 
best  guide  to  the  extent  and  nature  of  the  trade.  With  the  opening 
and  development  of  the  King  George  Dock  it  is  apparent  that  as 
soon  as  industrial  conditions  become  settled  and  production 
generally  reaches  its  pre-war  standarel,  the  trade  of  the  Port  will 
shew  considerable  advancement  on  the  figures  for  1913.

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No  port  in  the  Country  is  provided  with  better  railway  road 
and  water  communication  than  Hull. 

The  Port  is  served  by  the  Hull  and  Barnsley  and  North 
Eastern  Railway  Companies,  and  other  Companies  have  direct 
running  powers  into  the  Port. 

A rapid  and  efficient  service  is  maintained  between  Hull  and 
all  the  great  manufacturing  districts  of  Yorkshire,  Lancashire,, 
and  the  Midlands.  Nearly  twelve  million  people  live  within  the 
area  for  which  Hull  justly  claims  to  be  the  principal  and  natural 
Port  of  collection  and  distribution  of  the  requirements  and 
products  of  this  vast  and  populous  hinterland. 

In  addition  to  the  Railways  there  is  excellent  water  communi- 
cation by  means  of  the  Aire  and  Calder,  Trent,  Ouse,  and  other 
systems  of  inland  navigation.  The  inland  waterways  and  canals 
serving  the  Port  of  Hull  extend  to  upwards  of  six  hundred  miles. 

Excellent  high  roads  also  radiate  from  Hull  giving  ready  and 
convenient  access  to  large  works  and  towns  within  a wide  radius. 


The  Industries  of  Hull. 

Hull  is  not  only  a great  distributing  centre ; it  is  the  home 
of  many  manufactures  and  industries. 
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Shipbuilding  and  ship  repairing  has  been  a staple  industry 
of  the  Port  from  earliest  times. 

Hull  is  by  far  the  largest  centre  of  vegetable  oil  production 
in  the  Country.  The  great  works  of  the  British  Oil  and  Cake 
Mills,  the  United  Oil  and  Cake  Mills,  the  Hull  Oil  Manufacturing 
Company  and  the  Olympia  Oil  and  Cake  Mills  are  all  in,  or  in 
the  vicinity  of,  the  Port.

There  are  three  large  cold  stores  in  the  Port.  One  is  situated 
at  the  Alexandra  Dock  of  the  Hull  and  Barnsley  Railway  Company, 
another  at  the  Albert  and  William  Wright  Dock  of  the  North 
Eastern  Railway  Compan\^  and  the  third  is  in  Blackfriargate  in 
the  centre^of  the  City.

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In  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Docks,  the  Salt  End  Oil  Jetty 
and  on  the  Banks  of  the  River  Humber  there  are  ample  sites  for 
Works  requiring  large  or  small  areas  of  land,  with  or  without 
waterside  accommodation. 

The  seaboard  is  becoming  increasingly  attractive  to  manu- 
facturers, who  hud  it  greatly  to  their  advantage  to  escape  the 
cost  of  inland  transit  of  raw  materials  and  hnished  products.

About  500  steam  trawlers — all  locally  owned — are  engaged 
in  this  important  industry,  and  over  5,000  hands  are  employed 
on  these  vessels  alone.  In  addition,  large  cargoes  are  landed  by 
the  Norwegian  and  Swedish  fleets.

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An  enormous  amount  of  Continental  fruit  is  discharged  at 
the  Riverside  Quay,  which  is  accessible  at  any  state  of  the  tide. 
Markets  are  held  there  and  also  at  the  various  sale  rooms  contiguous 
to  the  quay.  These  sales  attract  large  assemblies  of  buyers  from 
all  parts  of  the  country  throughout  the  year,  and  purchases,  not 
only  of  soft  fruit  from  the  Continent,  but  of  hard  fruit  and  vege- 
tables, such  as  oranges,  lemons,  apples,  onions,  etc.,  arriving  from 
Canada,  Australia,  and  other  oversea  countries  are  distributed 
practically  all  over  the  United  Kingdom,  and  to  the  chief  Continental 
ports.  These  sales  are  attended  in  large  numbers  by  foreign  bu5^ers 
or  thei’r  representatives. 


Fruit  is  largely  used  in  the  manufacture  of  confectionery — 
and  of  jam.  There  are  several  large  works  engaged  in  these 
industries  at  Hull,  and  they  exist  in  great  numbers  in  the  various 
localities  relatively  near  to  and  embraced  within  the  distributive 
area  of  the  Port. 


The  erection  of  the  new  Government  Wool  Sheds  at  National 
Avenue  has  now  been  completed.  These  form  a series  of  eighteen 
sheds  covering  in  all  about  eleven  acres  of  ground,  and  are  probably 
the  largest  of  the  kind  in  the  world. 

Each  shed  measures  552  feet  long  by  40  feet  wide,  and  has 
a storage  capacity  (stack  piled)  of  about  13,000  bales,  or  a total 
for  the  whole  eighteen  sheds  of  234,000  bales,  but  when  laid  out 
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General  View  of  the  Eighteen  Wool  Sheds,  National  Avenue, 
Ella  Street  Sidings,  Hull. 
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for  inspection  it  is  calculated  that  the  accommodation  of  each  shed 
is  about  3,000  bales. 

They  are  equipped  with  the  most  modern  appliances  for  the 
quick  handling  of  wool,  and  in  view  of  their  close  proximity  to 
the  Yorkshire  mills,  and  the  regular  steamship  services  from  Hull 
to  the  near  Continental  Ports,  the  future  wool  sales  in  Hull  cannot 
fail  to  be  most  attractive  to  both  British  and  Continental  buyers. 

The  Hull  and  Barnsley  and  North  Eastern  Companies  are  also 
providing  further  extensive  storage  accommodation  at  the  King 
George  Dock.

REGULATIONS 

AFFECTING  MERCHANDISE  PASSED  OVER  THE  ALEXANDRA  DOCK 
QUAYS  OR  STORED  IN  THE  ALEXANDRA  DOCK  WAREHOUSES, 
OR  DEPOSITED  UPON  THE  QUAYS  OR  IN  THE  YARDS  OR  ON  THE 
ALEXANDRA  DOCK  PREMISES  OF  THE  COMPANY  : AND 

CONDITIONS 

UPON  WHICH  THE  COMPANY  ARE  PREPARED  TO  PERFORM 
LABORAGE  OPERATIONS  WITHIN  THE  LIMITS  OE  THE  DOCK 

ESTATE. 


The  Regulations  and  Conditions,  as  also  the  Rates  and  Charges  as  at 
present  fixed  hy  the  Company,  are  set  out  in  the  following  pages,  hut  such  Regu- 
lations, Conditions,  Rates  and  Charges,  are  subject  to  variation  at  any  time 
without  notice. 

The  Company  will  not  he  responsible  for  the  safe  custody  of  any  Goods 
or  JMerchandise  that  may  be  deposited  in  or  upon  any  of  their  Quays,  Wharves, 
Sheds  and  Premises  : nor  will  they  be  accountable  for,  or  liable  to  make  good, 
any  loss  or  damage  which  may  happen  to  any  goods,  or  Merchandise,  or  to  any 
Vessel  or  Property  of  any  description,  by  fire,  storm  or  tempest,  or  from  civil 
commotion,  strikes,  lock-outs  or  combinations,  or  by  the  King’s  enemies,  or  from 
any  other  causes  outside  their  control. 

The  Company  will  not  be  responsible  for  any  loss  or  damage  which  any 
Goods  or  Merchandise  may  sustain  during  any  lahorage  or  other  operation, 
unless  it  can  be  proved  to  have  happened  through,  or  in  consequence  of,  the 
negligence  of  their  servants. 

The  Company  will  not  permit  Goods  of  a dangerous  or  explosive  character 
to  be  dealt  with  on  their  estate,  except  upon  such  special  terms  and  conditions 
as  may  have  been  arranged,  or  may  be  prescribed  in  their  Bye-laivs,  or  the  Acts 
of  Parliament  relating  to  Goods  of  an  inflammable  or  explosive  character. 

The  Company  will  only  store  Goods  in  their  Warehouses,  and  perform 
Laborage  and  other  operations,  on  receiving  orders  in  writing  from  the  respective 
Owners,  Shippers,  Agents  or  Consignees  concerned,  and  subject  only  to  this 
notice  and  the  observance  of  the  following  regulations  and  conditions  relating 
to  such  several  matters  : — 

1.  The  Company  v.hll  not  be  responsible  for  any  damage  done  by  their 
Tips  or  Cranes  to  the  Rigging,  Spars,  and  other  Equipment  of  Vessels  arising 
from  movements  of  the  same,  or  through  the  Vessels  shifting,  or  from  having 
been  improperl}^  or  insecurely  moored. 

2.  — The  Company  will  not  be  responsible  for  leakage,  loss  of  weight, 
or  measure,  nor  for  loss  by  vermin,  moths,  worms,  weevils,  or  insects  ; nor 
for  any  deterioration  from  any  natural  cause  whatsoever,  nor  in  any  case 
where  goods  are  not  weighed,  measured,  or  gauged  by  the  Company’s  Servants 
immediately  before  being  stored  ; nor  where  goods  are  coopered  or  sampled 
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by  parties  not  in  the  employ  of  the  Company  ; nor  for  the  deterioration  oi 
Grain,  Seed,  or  other  Goods  through  the  omission  on  the  part  of  Merchants 
to  give  orders  to  turn  to  air,  or  to  take  other  necessary  precautions.  Neither 
will  they  be  liable,  in  the  performance  of  Laborage  operations,  for  any  loss 
or  damage  that  may  be  sustained  by  Goods,  owing  to  the  defective  or  leaky 
condition  of  the  casks  or  packages  containing  such  Goods, 

3.  — The  Company  will  not  be  responsible  for  any  injury  that  may  happen 
to  Goods  or  Packages,  from  improper  handling,  slinging,  or  hooking  the 
same  on  board  Vessels,  Craft,  or  Rafts,  or  to,  or  from.  Vessels,  Railway 
Wagons,  or  other  Vehicles,  by  parties  not  in  their  employ,  nor  in  any  case 
for  loss  or  damage  of  any  description,  unless  ascertained  to  have  arisen  from 
the  action  or  default  of  the  Company,  or  its  servants,  previously  to  the  Goods 
being  removed  from  the  premises  of  the  Company,  and  due  notice  thereof 
being  given  to  the  Company. 

4.  — The  Company  will  not  be  responsible  for  loss,  damage,  or  injury 
resulting  from  incorrect  orders  or  particulars  given  respecting  Goods  dealt 
with  by  the  Company  or  placed  upon  their  Premises,  but  will  hold  the  parties 
giving  such  incorrect  orders  or  particulars  liable  for  all  loss,  damage,  or 
injury  which  may  result  therefrom, 

5.  — The  Laborage  rates  quoted  in  the  following  Schedule  are  for  work 
to  be  performed  in  ordinar}^  Dock  working  hours,  but  if  the  Company’s 
men  are  required  to  work  during  the  usual  mealtimes,  or  before  or  after 
ordinary  Dock  working  hours,  extra  overtime  charges  will  be  made  in  respect 
thereof,  and  having  regard  to  the  extra  risk  involved  in  Laborage  and  other 
operations  during  the  night,  the  Company  will  not  be  responsible  in  any  way, 
for  loss,  damage,  or  injury  while  loading  or  discharging,  except  upon  proof 
that  such  loss,  damage,  or  injury  resulted  from  wilful  misconduct  on  the  part 
of  their  servants. 

6.  — The  various  orders  to  the  Company  for  Laborage  operations  upon 
their  Quays  and  Premises,  must  be  separate  and  distinct  for  each  operation, 
and  must  be  upon  the  Company’s  printed  forms,  and  duly  registered  at 
their  Dock  Office. 

7.  — The  Company  will  use  all  reasonable  despatch  in  the  execution  of 
orders  lodged  with  them,  but  will  not  be  responsible  for  delay  ; nor  will 
they  be  responsible  for  any  errors  of  judgment  on  the  part  of  tlieir  servants 
in  assorting  or  selecting  Goods,  or  in  separating  damaged  from  sound  Goods, 
or  errors  arising  from  illegible  or  defective  marks.  The  Company  also 
reserve  to  themselves  the  right  of  declining  Orders  for  Laborage  and  Cranage 
operations. 

8.  — All  charges  for  rent  and  operations  performed  by  the  Company, 
in  respect  of  Goods  in  their  Warehouses  or  Yards  (including  delivery),  must 
be  paid  previously  to  the  issue  of  any  Warrant,  or  the  acceptance  of  a Transfer 
Order, 

g.- — An  account  of  the  contents  and  quantities  of  each  Vessel  loading 
or  discharging  Cargoes  in  the  Docks  shall  be  immediately  delivered  by  the 
Shipowner  to  the  Company’s  Dock  Office. 

10. — Rent  will  be  charged  upon  all  Goods,  other  than  Grain  or  Wood, 
from  the  day  on  which  the  first  portion  of  every  parcel  is  deposited  in  the 
Warehouses  or  Yards  ; and  all  fractions  of  a week  (after  the  first  week), 
exceeding  three  days,  will  be  charged  as  one  week  ; but  all  Goods  stored 
will  be  subject  to  one  week’s  rent  at  least.  Additional  Rent  will  be  charged 
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according  to  the  extra  space  occupied  by  goods  damaged  or  laid  down  for 
show.  Rent  will  be  charged  upon  Wood  in  accordance  with  the  special 
scales  of  charges  shewn  on  pages  87  to  89. 

11.  — Goods  landed  and  weighed  by  the  Company,  and  handed  direct 
from  the  weighing  machine  to  parties  in  attendance  to  receive  them,  will 
not  be  chargeable  with  the  Delivery  Rate. 

12.  — ^No  Vessel  will  be  allowed  to  load  or  discharge  a Cargo,  or  do  any 
repairs  on  Board  Ship  in  the  Docks  on  Sundays,  except  in  cases  of  emergency, 
and  then  only  after  written  permission  has  been  obtained  from  the  Company. 

13.  — Payment  of  all  wharfage  charges  as  well  as  of  all  charges  for  handling 
and  storing  will  be  required  to  be  made,  at  the  option  of  the  Company,  on 
the  completion  of  each  operation. 

I 4. — The  Company  will  exercise  a general  lien  on  all  Goods  deposited 
in  their  Warehouses  or  upon  their  Premises,  not  only  for  the  Dock  charges 
but  also  for  the  amount  or  balance  of  any  other  account  due  to  the  Company 
from  the  Owner  or  other  person  dealing  with  such  Goods. 

15.  — Goods  rated  according  to  weight  will  be  charged  on  the  gross  weight, 
subject  to  the  minimum  charges  on  page  64  ; and  on  goods  not  enumerated 
in  the  following  Schedule,  a proportionate  rate  will,  at  the  option  of  the 
Company,  be  charged  as  on  similar  goods  enumerated  in  such  Schedule,  or 
as  “ Goods  not  otherwise  enumerated." 

16.  — As  the  Company  have  no  charge  or  custody  of  Goods  landed  or 
deposited  on  the  Quays,  they  suggest  to  the  Owners  or  Consignees  of  such 
goods  that  they  should  arrange  to  have  them  watched  whilst  the  goods 
remain,  there,  or  have  them  stored  in  the  Company’s  Warehouses. 

17.  — Goods  remaining  on  any  of  the  Quays  may  be  removed  by  the 
Company  at  any  time,  at  their  discretion,  or  on  the  application  of  the  Officers 
of  the  Revenue,  to  the  overtime  depot,  or  warehouses  or  yards  of  the  Company, 
and  the  goods  will  be  removed  and  dealt  with  at  Owner’s  risk,  and  be  charged 
at  rates  not  less  than  the  Company’s  scale  of  charges  for  the  time  being  ; 
but,  by  previous  arrangement  with  the  Company,  goods  may  remain  at  the 
risk  of  the  Owner  on  such  portions  of  the  Quay  as  tlie  Company  may  from 
time  to  time  permit,  and  the  rent  charged  will  be  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than 
I'd.  per  square  yard  per  week,  with  a minimum  charge  as  for  one  week. 

18.  — Imported  Timber  or  Wood  Goods  will  not  be  allowed  to  remain 
either  afloat  in  Dock  or  on  any  of  the  Quays  or  premises  of  the  Company, 
except  by  agreement,  and  they  will,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Company,  and  at 
Owner’s  risk,  be  removed  to  Depots  provided  for  the  purpose,  and  dealt 
with  thereat  and  be  charged  at  rates  not  less  than  the  Company’s  scale  of 
charges  for  the  time  being. 

19.  — No  Wood  Goods  are  to  be  piled  upon  the  Quays  of  any  of  the  Docks 
higher  than  fifteen  feet  within  thirty  feet  of  the  water’s  edge,  or  to  overhang 
the  edge  of  the  Quay.  The  Roads  and  Lines  of  Railway  at  the.  Docks  are 
at  all  times  to  be  kept  free  from  obstruction,  as  well  as  the  spaces  within 
a radius  of  thirty  feet  of  each  Crane. 

20.  — Animals  will  not  be  allowed  to  remain  on  the  premises  of  the 
Company,  except  in  accordance  with  the  special  regulations,  and  the  Company 
will  at  their  discretion,  remove  them  to  Livery  Stables,  or  some  other  place 
at  the  risk  and  cost  of  the  Owner. 
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The  Company  will,  on  application,  supply  forms  for  the  issue  of  orders 
for  the  performance  of  the  various  operations  and  services  undertaken  by 
them. 


WARRANTS. 

After  payment  of  all  charges,  the  Company  will  issue  Warrants  for 
Goods  stored  by  them  in  their  Warehouses  or  Yards,  on  written  Orders  being 
given  by  the  Owners  of  such  Goods,  and  on  production  of  the  original  Bill 
of  Lading,  or  other  sufficient  proof  of  ownership.  The  first  Warrant  on  any 
Goods,  excepting  Grain  and  Seed,  will  be  supplied  for  the  cost  of  the  stamp 
thereupon  ; but  in  case  another  warrant  be  required,  a charge  of  6d.  per 
Warrant  plus  the  cost  of  the  stamp  will  be  made.  Holders  of  Warrants  may 
assign  part  of  the  Goods  affected  by  such  Warrants  without  delivery  from 
warehouse,  by  having  the  parcels  required  separated  by  weighing  or  turning 
over,  whereupon  new  Warrants  will  be  issued  in  exchange  for  the  originals, 
duly  endorsed. 

MONTHLY  ACCOUNTS. 

Merchants  and  others  will,  at  the  option  of  the  Company,  be  allowed 
a Monthly  Ledger  Account,  upon  application  at  the  Dock  Office,  on  condition 
that  such  account  shall  be  duly  paid  without  deduction,  within  the  first  20 
days  of  the  month  succeeding  that  for  which  the  Account  is  rendered. 

Such  Monthly  Accounts  will  be  prepared  as  soon  after  the  end  of  each 
month  as  is  practicable,  and  in  the  Accounts  for  the  months  of  March,  June, 
September,  and  December,  will  be  included  the  charges  which  have  accrued 
for  rent  on  Goods  remaining  in  Warehouse  or  Yard,  undelivered  at  the  end 
of  such  months. 


WHARFAGE  RATES. 

Are  charged  and  payable  on  such  Goods  as  may  be  landed  or  discharged 
on,  or  over,  or  loaded  or  delivered  from  the  Company’s  Qua5^s,  or  Wharves 
of  the  Docks,  Basins,  Timber  Ponds  or  other  Premises.

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RATES  AND  CHARGES 


The  special  attention  of  Shipowners,  Manufacturers,  Merchants  and 
Importers  is  invited  to  a comparison  of  the  charges  at  the  Port  of  Hull  with 
the  corresponding  charges  at  other  Ports. 

It  will  be  found  that  a great  saving  of  cost  can  very  frequently  be 
effected  by  using  the  Port  for  the  importation  of  raw  materials  required  in 
the  textile  and  iron  and  steel  industries  of  I.ancashire,  Yorkshire  and  the 
Midlands,  and  for  the  exportation  of  the  manufactures  of  these  areas. 

Not  only  are  the  Port  charges  at  Hull  lower  for  the  most  part  than 
those  applying  elsewhere  for  similar  services,  but  the  railway  or  inland 
navigation  rates  from  Hull  also  compare  very  favourably,  thus  securing  ver)^ 
substantial  reductions  in  the  dock,  handling,  and  transit  cliarges  between 
ship  and  works.

1.  — For  any  Vessel  remaining  in  the  Docks  more  than  three  months 
after  the  time  of  entering  the  same,  for  every  week  or  fraction  of  a week 
during  which  such  vessel  remains  in  any  of  the  Docks  beyond  the  three 
months,  there  shall  be  paid  (in  addition  to  other  tonnage  rates  payable 
under  this  schedule),  if  the  Vessel  has  no  registered  tonnage,  id.  per  ton 
burden,  and  if  the  vessel  has  a registered  tonnage,  id.  per  N.R.T. 

2.  — Where  any  loaded  barge  or  loaded  lighter  using  the  Docks  remains 
in  any  of  the  Docks  or  Basins  of  the  Company  more  than  7 days  after  the 
time  of  going  into  any  of  the  Docks  or  Basins,  there  shall  be  paid  id.  per 
ton  burden  for  each  week  or  fraction  of  a week  beyond  the  first  seven  days 
during  which  the  barge  or  lighter  remains  in  any  of  the  Docks  or  Basins. 
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The  undermentioned  Rates  and  Charges  have  been  increased — For  Particulars  see  p.  54. 


3.  — Any  Vessel  entering  light  or  in  ballast  and  loading  a cargo  of  coal 
carried  to  Hull  by  railway  and  shipped  at  the  Company’s  appliances  shall 
be  free  from  Dock  tonnage  rates  if  from  a Humber  Port  where  Tonnage 
Dues  have  been  paid,  and  shall  pay  id.  per  ton  register  if  from  any  other 
port  or  place,  provided  in  either  case  that  the  Vessel  leaves  within  14  days. 

4.  — Vessels  entering  with  part  cargo  of  coal  and  completing  loading 
with  coal  from  the  Company’s  appliances  shall  be  free  of  Dock  tonnage  rates 
if  they  come  round  from  another  Hull  Dock,  but  if  they  arrive  from  any  other 
Port  or  place  they  shall  pay  id.  per  ton  register,  provided  in  either  case 
that  the  Vessel  leaves  within  14  days. 

5.  — Any  Vessel  paying  Inward  Dock  Tonnage  Rates  on  her  N.R.T. 
and  loading  Outward,  with  a Cargo  of  Coal  carried  to  Hull  by  Railway  and 
shipped  at  the  Company’s  appliances,  shall  be  free  of  Outward  Dock  Tonnage 
Rates. 

6.  — Dock  Tonnage  Rates  will  be  charged  on  every  vessel  entering  the 
Docks  to  discharge  and/or  take  in  part  cargoes  on  the  aggregate  tonnage  of 
such  part  cargoes,  when  the  same  does  not  exceed  the  N.R.T.  of  the  ship 
plus  the  tonnage  in  respect  of  space  occupied  by  deck  cargo,  the  minimum 
charge  per  vessel  to  be  as  for  200  tons. 

7.  — Any  vessel  entering  the  Docks  to  discharge  and/or  take  in  part 
general  cargo,  less  than  the  N.R.T.,  and  loading  out  with  Coal,  will  be  charged 
Dock  Tonnage  Rates  on  the  actual  weight  of  the  general  cargo  discharged 
and/or  taken  in,  subject  to  a minimum  of  200  tons,  plus  a charge  of  id.  per 
ton  on  the  difference  between  the  weight  of  cargo  so  discharged  and.^or  taken 
in,  or  the  minimum  of  200  tons,  and  the  N.R.T.  of  the  vessel. 

8.  — Dock  Tonnage  Rates  will  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  id.  per  N.R.T. 
on  every  vessel  entering  the  Docks  to  take  coal  carried  to  Hull  by  Railway 
and  shipped  by  the  Company’s  appliances  for  bunker  use  only  and  leaving 
the  Dock  within  14  days,  except  vessels  from  another  Hull  Dock,  which  shall 
be  free  of  Dock  Dues  provided  they  leave  the  dock  within  14  days. 

9. - — A charge  at  the  rate  of  id.  per  N.R.T.  per  week,  dating  from  the 
day  of  arrival,  with  a maximum  charge  equivalent  to  the  ordinary  Dock 
Tonnage  Rate  payable  by  any  vessel  sailing  with  a cargo  within  three  months, 
will  be  made  on  every  light  vessel,  or  vessel  entering  in  ballast,  either  for  the 
purpose  of  using  the  Company’s  Graving  Dock  or  taking  a cargo  of  Railway 
borne  coal,  and  remaining  for  a longer  period  than  14  days,  but  not  exceeding 
three  months. 

10.  — Dock  Tonnage  Rates  at  the  rate  of  2d.  per  N.R.T.  will  be  charged 
on  every  vessel  entering  the  Company’s  Docks  from  any  Port  and  proceeding 
to  a Coastwise  Port  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  discharge  of  the  Inward 
cargo,  or  for  taking  in  part  cargo  for  the  return  Foreign  voyage  and  sub- 
sequently returning  into  Dock  to  load,  in  addition  to  the  Dock  Tonnage 
Rates  in  respect  of  the  Inward  or  Outward  Vojmge,  whichever  may  be  at 
the  higher  rate. 

11.  — Half  the  custom.ary  Dock  Tonnage  Rates  will  be  charged  on  the 
N.R.T.  of  every  vessel  which  has  paid  Dock  Tonnage  Rates  on  the  Inward 
Voyage,  and  having  discharged  its  inward  cargo  or  taken  in  part  cargo  at 
places  in  Hull,  other  than  the  Company’s  Docks,  enters  the  Docks  to  take 
in  cargo  other  than  coal. 
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12.  — Dock  Tonnage  Rates  will  not  be  charged  on  vessels  entering  the 
Hull  Docks  for  the  sole  purpose  of  using  immediately  the  Company’s  Graving 
Docks,  and  leaving  within  14  days  after  having  used  the  same. 

13.  — Every  Vessel  entering  the  Docks  for  the  purpose  of  being  fitted, 
completed,  repaired,  or  laid  up,  and  not  paying  Dock  Tonnage  Rates  on 
entering  the  Docks,  shall  be  charged  Dock  Rent  from  the  date  of  arrival 
at  the  rate  of  id.  per  ton  per  week  or  fraction  thereof  on  the  N.R.T.  of  the 
vessel. 


The  foregoing  arrangements  do  not  apply  to  Vessels  using  the  River 
Pier  where  full  dock  dues  are  incurred. 

Vessels  calling  for  Bunkers  only  are  exempt  from  Humher  Conservancy , 
River  Lights  and  Buoyage  Di'tes.

The  depth  of  water  in  the  Graving  Docks  may  be  increased  under 
special  arrangement  with  the  Company.  Shipbuilding  Yards  and  Engineering 
Works  adjoin  the  Docks. 
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The  Company’s  Graving  Docks  may  be  used  subject  to  the  Regula- 
tions and  Bye-Laws  in  force  at  the  Company’s  Alexandra  Docks  and  to  the 
following  Regulations  : — 

1.  — The  Company  being  desirous  of  allowing  the  user  of  the  Graving 
Docks  by  vessels  (subject  to  these  Regulations)  according  to  priority  of 
application  for  such  user,  a “ Turn  Book  ” will  be  kept  at  the  Company’s 
Head  Office,  Charlotte  Street,  Hull,  for  the  purpose  of  entering  therein  the 
names  of  all  vessels  intended  to  make  use  of  the  Graving  Docks  in  the  order 
in  which  the  applications  in  respect  of  such  vessels  are  made.  All  such 
applications  must  be  made  at  such  office  between  the  hours  of  lo  a.m.  and 
4 p.m.,  and  all  information  which  the  Company  may  require  must  be  furnished 
and  the  sum  of  Two  Pounds  for  each  vessel  must  be  paid  by  the  person, 
firm  or  Company  making  the  application  at  the  time  of  making  it.  The 
said  sum  of  Two  Pounds  will  be  allowed  as  part  of  the  charge  for  the  user 
of  the  Graving  Docks,  but  will  be  forfeited  to  the  Company  if  the  vessel 
does  not  use  the  Graving  Docks,  or  uses  them  otherwise  than  in  accordance  with 
these  Regulations.  The  rates  for  the  user  of  the  Graving  Docks  shall  be 
payable  at  the  Company’s  Dock  Dues  Office,  Custom  House  Buildings, 
Whitefriargate,  Hull. 

2. — Any  vessel’s  name  may  be  entered  in  the  Turn  Book  before  or  after 
such  vessel’s  arrival  in  the  Humber,  but  no  such  entry  shall  be  available  for 
more  than  four  weeks  after  the  date  thereof  (unless  the  Company  shall  other- 
wise agree),  and  the  deposit  lodged  in  respect  of  the  vessel  shall  be  forfeited 
to  the  Company  if  such  vessel  is  not  ready  to  enter  the  Graving  Dock  within 
that  time. 

3.  — Except  in  the  cases  provided  for  by  these  Regulations  in  which 
vessels  may  be  admitted  into  the  Graving  Docks  otherwise  than  in  their 
turns  according  to  the  Turn  Book,  no  changing  or  alteration  of  the  turns  of 
vessels  for  entering  the  Graving  Docks  can  take  place  except  by  the  consent  of 
the  Company’s  Dock  Master,  and  application  for  such  consent  must  be  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  person,  firm  or  Company  making  such  application,  and 
should  be  accompanied  by  the  consent  in  writing,  of  the  owners  of  all  vessels 
the  names  of  which  stand  in  the  Turn  Book  in  priority  to  the  name  of  the 
vessel  in  respect  of  which  such  application  is  made. 

4.  — In  the  case  of  a vessel  arriving  in  such  a damagea  condition,  or  in 
the  case  of  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  a vessel  that  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Company’s  Dock  Master  its  immediate  admission  to  the 
Graving  Docks  is  necessary,  the  Dock  Master  may  admit  it  before  any  other 
vessels,  notwithstanding  that  the  names  of  such  other  vessels  may  be  in 
priority  in  the  Turn  Book. 

5.  — When  it  is  not  practicable  to  admit  with  the  vessel  first  in  turn 
according  to  the  Turn  Book  the  vessel  or  vessels  next  in  turn  into  the  Graving 
Docks  the  Company’s  Dock  Master  may  order  in  with  the  vessel  first  in 
turn  and  ready  the  vessel  or  vessels  nearest  in  turn  and  ready  which  can  be 
accommodated  at  the  same  time.  Vessels  not  ready  in  accordance  with  the 
order  in  the  Turn  Book  to  take  their  turns  will  be  placed  at  the  bottom  of 
the  list  in  such  book. 

6.  — The  Company  reserve  the  right  to  let  the  water  into  a Graving  Dock, 
and  to  open  the  gates  for  a vessel  or  vessels  to  go  out  or  come  in  notwith- 
standing that  another  vessel  or  other  vessels  may  be  in  such  Graving  Dock, 
and  in  such  case  the  owner  of  each  such  other  vessel  already  in  the  said 
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Graving  Dock  shall  be  responsible  for  its  shoring  and  proper  care  and  manage- 
ment, and  for  any  loss  or  damage  sustained  by  such  vessel  in  the  course  of 
the  water  being  let  into  and  pumped  out  of,  and  such  first  mentioned  vessel 
or  vessels  being  placed  in  or  removed  from  the.  Graving  Dock.  And  any 
such  vessel  already  in  the  Graving  Dock  shall,  if  required  by  the  Company’s 
Dock  Master,  haul  out  of  the  Graving  Dock,  at  the  expense  and  risk  of  its 
owner,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  vessel  or  vessels  going  out  or  coming 
in  to  do  so. 

7.  — The  dates  and  times  for  vessels  entering  the  Graving  Docks,  and  the 
positions  which  they  shall  take  in  such  Docks,  shall  be  regulated  by  the 
Company’s  Dock  Master. 

8.  — Any  vessel  likely,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Company’s  Dock  Master,  to 
remain  in  the  Graving  Dock  six  days  or  more  shall,  if  required  by  him,  wait 
until  it  can  be  placed  at  the  head  of  a Graving  Dock. 

9.  — The  Company  reserve  the  right  to  refuse  or  postpone  the  admission 
into  the  Graving  Docks  of  any  vessel  (notwithstanding  its  being  on  turn) 
which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Company’s  Dock  Master  is  likely  to  remain  therein 
longer  than  the  Fourteen  days,  and  to  refuse  to  allow  any  vessel  to  remain 
longer  than  Fourteen  days  in  the  Graving  Docks  except  in  pursuance  of  a 
special  arrangement  with  regard  to  such  vessel  being  admitted  or  remaining 
in  the  Graving  Docks,  and  upon  such  special  terms  as  to  payment  and  in 
other  respects  as  the  Company  shall  require. 

10.  — No  vessel  will  be  permitted  to  be  broken  up  or  scuttled  in  a Graving 
Dock  without  the.  consent  in  writing  of  the  Company’s  Dock  Master.  If  any 
vessel  shall  be  commenced  to  be  broken  up  or  scuttled  without  such  consent, 
the  Dock  Master  may  forthwith  cause  its  removal  at  the  risk  of  the  owner 
from  the  Graving  Dock,  and  all  the  cost  and  loss  consequent  on  such  removal 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Owner  of  such  vessel,  or  by  the  person,  firm  or  Company 
who  caused  such  vessel’s  name  to  be  entered  in  the  Turn  Book,  both  the 
Owner,  and  such  person,  firm  or  Company,  being  liable  for  such  cost  and 
loss  to  the  Company. 

11.  — A vessel  using  the  Graving  Docks  does  so  at  the  entire  risk  of  the 
Owner  of  such  vessel,  it  being  hereby  expressly  provided  that  the  Company 
are  not  to  be  responsible  for  any  accident  or  damage  to  any  vessel  going  into 
or  out  of  or  whilst  in  the  Graving  Docks,  whatever  may  be  the  nature  of  such 
accident  or  damage,  or  howsoever  arising,  nor  for  loss  occasioned  by  delay 
in  getting  any  vessel  into  or  out  of  the  Graving  Docks,  nor  for  any  injury  to 
persons  employed  at  any  vessel  using  the  Graving  Docks. 

12.  — The  Company  reserve  the  right  to  prevent  any  vessel  being  docked 
or  undocked  in  the  Graving  Docks,  or  having  work  done  to,  or  in  respect  of 
it,  in  the  said  Docks  or  other  premises  of  the  Company,  except  by  persons 
who  are  competent  and  experienced  in  the  opinion  of  the  Company’s  Dock 
Master  or  Engineer. 

13.  — The  Company  reserve  the  right  to  refuse  to  allow  any  vessel  con- 
taining any  cargo  or  bunker  coal  to  enter  the  Graving  Docks,  and  the  Master 
of  any  vessel  intended  to  enter  whilst  containing  cargo  or  bunker  coal  shall 
at  least  48  hours  before  the  same  shall  come  on  turn  to  enter  furnish  to  the 
Company’s  Dock  Master  full  particulars  in  writing  of  all  cargo  or  bunker 
coal  which  the  said  vessel  is  intended  to  contain  whilst  in  the  Graving  Docks. 
No  vessel  shall  enter  the  Graving  Docks  when  containing  cargo  or  bunker 
coal  or  take  in  or  discharge  any  cargo  or  coal  whilst  therein,  except  with  the 
previous  consent  in  writing  of  the  Company’s  Dock  Master. 
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14.  — If  any  injury  or  damage  shall  be  done  to  the  premises  or  any  property 
of  the  Company  arising  out  of  or  in  the  course  of  a vessel  being  placed  in  or 
taken  out  of  or  using  a Graving  Dock  or  by  any  person  or  persons,  appliance, 
goods,  substances  or  things,  who  or  which  shall  be  in  or  upon  such  vessel,  or 
upon  the  premises  of  the  Company,  in  connection  with  such  vessel,  the 
Owner  of  the  vessel  shall  pay  to  the  Company  the  cost  of  making  good  such 
damage  or  injury  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Company’s  Engineer,  and  shall 
also  pay  to  the  Company  full  compensation  for  any  loss  of  Dock  Rates  or 
Rents  during  the  time  the  damage  or  injury  is  being  repaired,  or  other 
consequential  loss  that  may  be  sustained  by  the  Company. 

15.  — Blocks  and  Horizontal  Shores,  Trestles  and  Stage  Planks,  will  be 
provided  by  the  Company,  as  follows,  viz.  : — 

Blocks — One  set  for  the  length  of  the  vessel. 

Horizontal  Shores — Two  for  every  fifteen  feet  of  the  length  of  the 
vessel. 

Stage  Planks — A sufficient  number  to  make  one  stage  round  the 
vessel  two  planks  in  breadth. 

If  any  Ground  Blocks,  Horizontal  or  Bilge  Shores,  Trestles,  Planks,  or  other 
things  provided  by  the  Company  are  damaged,  the  same  must  be  made  good 
by  the  Owner  of  the  vessel  in  respect  of  which  the  loss  or  damage  has  arisen, 
and  if  it  be  necessary  to  remove  or  take  out  Blocks  for  any  vessel  the  same 
must  be  replaced  by  the  Owner  thereof. 

16.  The  Block  Caps  will  in  all  cases  be  provided  by  the  Company 
subject  to  the  payment  of  the  usual  charges  in  respect  of  the  same. 

17.  All  property  of  every  description  whatever  brought  on  to  the 
Company’s  premises  shall,  whilst  there,  be  at  the  sole  risk  of  its  Owner. 

18.  — All  sums  of  money  due  to  or  claimed  by  the  Company  shall  be  paid 
before  the  vessel  in  respect  of  which  they  arise  leaves  the  Company’s  Alexandra 
Docks,  and  in  addition  to  the  other  legal  remedies  of  the  Company  for  re- 
covering such  sums  of  money,  the  Company  shall  have  a lien  upon  such  vessel 
for  all  such  moneys. 


19. — No  work  of  any  description  will  be  allowed  to  be  done  in  the  Graving 
Docks  on  Sundays  except  under  proved  emergency,  and  then  only  by  the 
express  permission  of  the  Company’s  Dock  Master. 


20.  — No  vessel  whilst  using  the  Graving  Docks  will  be  allowed  to  have 
on  board  any  Gunpowder,  Guncotton,  Dynamite,  Petroleum  or  other  ex- 
plosive or  dangerous  article. 

21.  — Before  the  water  is  admitted  into  a Graving  Dock  all  rubbish  and 
waste  material  shall  be  entirely  removed  therefrom  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Company’s  Dock  Master,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  Owner  or  Owners 
of  the  vessel  or  vessels  in  connection  with  which  the  water  is  admitted. 
Any  rubbish  or  waste  material  deposited  on  or  near  to  the  Quays  and  premises 
of  the  Company  shall,  to  the  like  satisfaction,  be  cleared  away  daily,  failing 
which,  the  Company  may  remove  the  same  at  the  cost  of  the  Owner  of  the 
vessel  from  or  in  respect  of  which  such  rubbish  or  waste  material  shall  be 
deposited. 
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2 2. — No  vessel  which  has  carried  Petroleum  or  any  oil  of  a similar  nature 
or  other  inflammable  fluid  or  substance  in  tanks  will  be  allowed  to  enter 
the  Graving  Docks  until  a certificate  in  writing  has  been  given  to  the  Com- 
pany bv  the  Owner  of  such  vessel  or  his  duly  authorised  Agent,  that  its  tanks 
have  been  thoroughly  cleaned  out  and  ventilated  in  such  a manner  as  to  expel 
therefrom  all  gases  and  other  dangerous  or  explosive  fumes.  If  any  damage 
shall  be  caused  by  any  explosion  on  board  of  such  vessel  the  Owner  thereof 
shall  be  held  responsible  in  every  way  for  such  damage. 

23.  — These  Regulations  are  issued  as  additional  to  the  provisions  of 
“ The  Harbours,  Docks  and  Piers  Clauses  Act,  1S47,”  and  the  other  Acts 
relating  to  the  Company  and  their  Docks  and  Undertaking,  and  the  word 
“ Owner,”  when  used  in  relation  to  any  vessel,  shall  include  the  Owners, 
Master  and  Agents  thereof  collectively  and  individually.  All  agreements, 
orders  and  entries  with  reference  to  any  vessel  by  whomsoever  signed,  given 
or  made,  may  be  acted  upon  by  the  Company,  and  shall  be  binding  on  the 
vessel  and  its  Owner. 

24.  — The  Company  reserve  the  right  to  make  such  alterations  in  these 
Rules  or  Regulations  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary,  and 
also  reserve  the  right  to,  for  any  reason  which  may  appear  to  the  Company 
to  be  sufficient,  refuse  to  accept  the  application  in  respect  of  any  vessel 
for  user  of  the  Graving  Docks  or  refuse  to  allow  any  vessel  to  use  the  Graving 
Docks  except  upon  special  terms  or  conditions,  or  at  all,  notwithstanding 
that  the  name  of  such  vessel  may  have  been  entered  in  the  ” Turn  Book.”
